His eldest son 
is the engineer who constructed the Chientang Bridge.

Zien Ying-ohirg was Chief of the Currency Bureau and he 
misappropriated more than a million dollars. A warrent 
for his arrest was issued by Yuan Shih-kai but this was 
withdrawn upon payment of #35C0,000. at one time he a) 
in charge of the hinistry of Finence when Chen Lu (12, ) 
Wes Vice Linister, Chen Lu is at present Linister of 
Finence of the "Reformed Government*, It was he who 
appointed Zien Ying-ching as Chief of the Debenture 
Department. Zien was 32leo 2 Director of the China 
South Sea Bank of which he was a large shareholder.

Yesterday a murder took plece in .iwouse No.10, 
Lane 64, Zau Ka Kiao (28 % +f), Hart Road, tie victim 
baing en official of the “Reformed Government". 

Enquiries made by our reporter 7 ae the 
following information.- Zien Ching- ping (a Fj, age 63, 
Vee eo, Tsungming, lived with his wife, Zien Sung Sz 
( age 40, at House No.10, Lane 64, Zav ha Kiao, 
Hart Roed. He had s rved as a Departmental Ciief of the 
Ministry of Finance in the 4th year of the Ciinese Republic 
(1915) v en Yuan Shih-kai was Presidente. After giving up 
nis volitical career, he devoted himself to philenthropic 
2atervrises and had ae on the committees of the Sing 
Vee Relief Society ( = mS), the Yellow River Flood 
Relief Association and 5 sae Federation of Charitable Bodies. 
H2 wee elso an ardent promoter of Buddhism. ae Fad been 
l.ving et the present address since the outbreak of the 
Siao-Jepanese hostilities in Shanghai. Following the 
occupetion of Shanghai and the establishment of puppet 
r2simes, he was appointed Chief of the Debenture Department 
of te Linistry of Finance of the “Reformed Government" 
under the name of Zien Ying-ching (4a # )e 

At 9 aems yesterday three men, one armed with 
a@ pietol and the other two with axes, entered cien's home 
and attacked Zien who was still in bed. He was struck 
ian the tead, hands, shoulders and chest and was rendered 
unconscious. His wife was also hit twice. The three men 
made good their escape. The injured couple were later 
rsmoved to the Red Cross Hospital on Avenue Haig where the 
man succumbed at 3 pom while the wife was discharged after 
having her injuries dressed. The Police are investigating 
the affeir.
